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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments, see pages 5 - 7 of the Applicants' remarks filed July 20, 
2009 with respect to the rejection of the independent claims have been fully considered 
and are persuasive. The rejection of the independent claims has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art of record fails to teach or render obvious the following: 

the channel estimator including a filter selector configured to adaptively 
select a filter for channel estimation from a plurality of available filters based on 
an interference reference value supplied to the filter selector or performing, 
adaptively, a filter selection for channel estimation by a filter selector, the filter 
selector selecting from a plurality of available filters based on an interference 
reference value supplied to the filter selector 

Claims 23, 27 and their corresponding dependent claims are therefore allowed.
